Berlin. April 27.—The Russo-Ger¬ 
man treaty of amity, after being ap¬ 
proved by the foreign afTair* com¬ 
mute of the Reichstag, ha* been 
made public. It contains only four 
irtlcles nnd begin* by stating that 
both Governments are Inspired hy 
•he wish to do everything toward 
alntalntng pence, being convinced 
ut the interval* of the Russtnn and 
•rman people necessitate Intimate 
-operation 

The first article declares'the hast* 
f the relations between the two 
gpvemmewts remain* the Treaty of 
Rapalln nnd that they will keep in 
friendly touch *o as to reach an un¬ 
derstanding «>n political and econ¬ 
omic questions. 

Article two provides that should 
either of the sign.-norles be attacked 
hv a third power or bv several pow¬ 
ers. In the fare of Its peaceful atti¬ 
tude. then the other signatory shall 
remnln neutral throughout the entire 
conflict Article three sets forth 
that should a coalition be formed 
among the powers with the object 
of Imposing an economic or financial 
boycott against, one of the two signa¬ 
tories of the present treaty, the othwe 
wfll not Join such a coalition. 

Article four declares the treaty 
shall come Into force when .ratifica¬ 
tions nre egchnnged. »nd that If hold* 
good for 8ve veara Roth pnrtles will 
mine to an understoruling In good 
time before the expiration of _ this 
period concerning the further devel¬ 
opment nf their political relations.

Under 
the circumstances the inevitable happened—a middle 
course was pursued and it still being pursued with a 
measure of success which will vary according to in¬ 
dividual points of view. But it is extremely unlikely 
that our neighbor will change its policy very ma- 
i terially. 

It is frequently said, of course, that liquor can 
he obtained anywhere in the United States. Nothing 
in the evidence tendered at the Senate inquiry hears 
this out with any degree of force. At some points on 
the coast, at others near the international boundary 
. line, it may not be difficult to obtain the unlawful 
liquid; but for the most part the country is about at 
near to it, arid state as the Eighteenth Amendment 
requires it to be. No law will put an end to all the 
illegal traffic any more than a law will stop the 
private individual making beverage, of more than the 
permitted potency. It will, however, be interesting to 
• watch the counc of events as a result of the recent 
inquiry.

In people of middle age Is often 
looked upon us u natural and un¬ 
avoidable thing, but this Is a verv 
unfortunate and mistaken \ lew t > 
take of It. Surplus fat is always ob¬ 
jectionable und harmful. It usually 
means that the person is eating more 
than he needs and Is taking too little 
active exercise. Regular, active exer¬ 
cise and frugal eating will do much 
to prevent stoutness and the various 
little ills w'hlch are associated with 
It.

Investment in coal mining accounts for 23 per cent, of 
the total capital employed in the mining industry. 
. Cold quartz mines represent another 13 per cent, of 
the capital, metallurgical work 10 per cent., natural 
gas 8 per cent., nickel, copper and silver-cobalt 7 per 
cent, each, cement 6 per cent., clay'products 5 per 
cent. Ontario mines count 41 per cent, of the total 
investment in the industry. The relative investment 
of all provinces in mining is as follow*: Ontario, 41 
per cent.; British Columbia.

Senator Borah's latest suggestion that tho Euro- 
poan countries hs railed upon to make good ths 
financial losses of the United States duo to the allied 
blockade. In (he days prior to American participation 
In the war. haa acted like a match to a powder tnaga- 
xlne. If It was the senatgr’s^intentlon merely to Ir¬ 
ritate. as Is liksly. he has succeeded admirably. It 
Is most unfortunate, for thegreAt point about the 
debt settlement made hy Oreat Britain with the 
United States was that It was a magnificently un¬ 
selfish bid for Anglo-American unity,, and there was 
every evidence that the settlement had had the de¬ 
sired effect. Word* of praise and admiration for the 
Mother Country were evoked in the American press 
and from public platforms, and a distinct Improve¬ 
ment in the already cordial relationship existing be¬ 
tween the two coQntries wa* noted. Th«* majority 
of American citlxens gratefully recognised that Great 
Britain was making heroic sacrifices to meet the 
demands of her creditors, and there waa every dis¬ 
position to sympathise a* well as udmlre. But the 
tone of soms of th* political speeches does not cor¬ 
rectly Interpret the true sentiments of the' nation, 
and leads t«» misapprehension and resentment on the 
part of the hard-pressed British taxpayers. Things 
lire being said, on both sides which pad better be 
left unsaid and the whole question threatens to de~ 
generate Into an unseemly slanging match.
